A FOURTEENTH-CENTURY “ANNUNCIATION” 


The Museum is pleased to announce at this time the acquisition 
of a well-known and truly remarkable late fourteenth-century 
French primitive of the “Annunciation.” The painting, which 
for many years was in the Arthur Sachs Collection, comes to 
the Museum by purchase from the Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Marlatt Fund. 

During the nineteenth century and prior to that, the picture 
was in the collection of the Castle of Dessau, where it went 
under the designation of the Sienese school, and was attributed 
to Duccio. It was passed over until noticed by Winkler,” who

assigned it to France as a product of the School of Avignon in 
the fourteenth century. It has since been discussed at length by 
Grete Ring,’ Charles Sterling, and others, and has now been 
generally assigned to the School of Paris, dated about 1390.° 
The fourteenth century in France was characterized by 
brilliant creativeness in the arts. During this period (1309-77), 
the Papacy was established at Avignon, and with the temporary 
abandonment of Rome, Paris became the center of the Christian 
world. The Court of Valois, at Paris, enjoying an unprecedented 
period of power and prosperity, was a generous patron of the 
arts. In the architecture, illuminations, textiles, enamels, and 
ivories of the time, are to be found rich manifestations of

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beauty and craftsmanship. Against this background French 
panel painting began, of which the Museum’s “Annunciation” 
is one of the earliest and finest examples. 

To characterize its distinctive qualities as a French painting, 
and more especially a School of Paris painting, is to understand 
the “‘subtle degrees and nuances of style” which are gracefully 
embodied in it; the precious and refined quality, the tendency 
to elegance, even splendor, yet, always a splendor restrained 
and highly civilized, never in the words of Grete Ring, does it 
“give way to gorgeousness.”” Its figures are slender with softly 
rounded heads. The curves of the drapery are concave and 
swing inward, the undulating outlines forming a kind of pattern, 
which in the finer specimens of this art “. . . is not merely orna- 
mental but the bearer of feeling and emotion.’ The painting is 
primarily two dimensional, with but the semblance of perspec- 
tive; nevertheless, the painter has attempted a realistic por- 
trayal of the subject.

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In this small panel the Virgin sits to the right on a canopied 
throne; on her left kneels an angel with peacock wings. From 
God the Father, who is shown in a round glory at the upper 
left, the Infant Christ descends in a ray of light. Before the 
Virgin is a lectern decorated with small pictures of saints and 
over it is a scroll held in the angel’s right hand with the inscrip- 
tion AVE GRATIA PLENA DOMINUS TECUM. Around the edges of 
the painting is a delicate foliate border, a typical ornamental 
addition. 

On the reverse side of the panel is a coat of arms with four lions 
rampant, towards the left, suggesting the lions of the House 
of Plantagenet. Richly embossed with fleurs-de-/is, among other 
motifs, and delicate in design, the entire back was worked with 
silver on a gesso ground, and the coat of arms gilded. This back, 
which is now somewhat worn, suggests by its design, like a book 
cover, that the panel once formed the right wing of a folding 
diptych, used probably as a personal house altar or it may, 
perhaps, have formed a part of a larger grouping of panels, the 
treasure of some royal personage. There are records which 
indicate the existence of such objects commissioned by royal 
personages. One such record from the year 1392 states, on the 
occasion of the birth of the Dauphin Charles, that Jean 
d’Orleans, the painter of Charles VI, painted ‘“‘very richly upon 
a panel of wood,” an Annunciation destined for the holy 
prince.’ In no way can it be identified with the Cleveland panel, 
save by coincidence, yet it gives evidence of the value attached 
to such pictures. 

This ‘‘Annunciation” is related most closely to the “‘so- 
called’”’ Bargello diptych® (c.1390), also assigned to the School 
of Paris. Winkler suggests that both may have formed parts of 
one altarpiece, despite the difference in size. The Museum’s 
panel is also allied in style to the ““Parement de Narbonne,” the 
altarpiece in the Louvre which contains datable portraits of 
about 1375. 

The painter of the Museum’s panel was probably a trained 
illuminator, who was aware of the effectiveness of decoration

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on a scale greater than that of a manuscript page. Both he and 
his patrons were familiar with Italian panel painting in the 
International Style, and under this influence he applied his 
superb artistry to the embellishment of a panel of glowing rich- 
ness, with pure reds, blues, and greens, set off against a gold 
ground. This jewel-like product of his skill provides in the 
Museum’s collection, the link between a group of exceptional 
French Gothic miniatures and the long tradition of French 
painting which continues to the present. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


ROSHU’S “UTSUNOYAMA: THE PASS THROUGH 
THE MOUNTAINS” 


Once more the Museum has acquired an important example of 
Japanese painting in the decorative style of the Sdtatsu School; 
and again the literary inspiration for the subject comes from 
the /sé Monogatari.' Travelling north, the exiled poet Narihira 
reaches Utsu mountain south of the great Fujiyama and meets 
a pilgrim lay-monk in a narrow ivy lane. Recognizing him as an 
acquaintance from the capital the lovelorn aristocrat dashes off 
a short poem to his beloved in Miyako. 


Surugu naru Neither awake 
Utsu-no-yama be-no At the mountain Utsu 
Utsutsu ni-mo In Suruga, 

Yume-ni-mo hito-ni Nor dreaming, 

Awanu narikeni Do I forget my beloved.” 


There is a play on sounds involving Utsu (canopy of heaven- 
place or harbor), and utsutsu (reality, the actual); and perhaps 
a play on ideas involving wi and its sound equivalent meaning a 
burden like that borne by the lay-monk, and by inference the 
burden of the sad memories of the poet. 

This is the literary background of the new six-fold screen* 
acquired through the John L. Severance Fund. It is sealed at

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the left, Ro-shu, and is very like one with a similar seal in the 
Ikeda Collection, and known in Japan as Tsuta-no-Hosomichi: 
Ivy Lane.* While both screens are variants on the theme men- 
tioned above, ““Utsunoyama” should be the preferred title 
since ‘‘Ivy Lane” is more closely associated with a completely 
different type of composition, used at least once by the founder 
of the school, Sdtatsu.° 

Nothing is known about Roshi save the name found in the 
seal impressions on a grand total of eight paintings.° He was 
most likely an immediate follower of Sdtatsu in the seventeenth 
century, although some prefer to place him as a contemporary 
of KG6rin in the eighteenth century. One is certain however, 
that, in ““Utsunoyama,” he created an original masterpiece and 
one of the finest works of his school. 

The placement of Roshii’s figures is based on Sdtatsu as seen 
in one of the leaves of the master’s /sé Monogatari sequence 
formerly in the Masuda and Dan Collections, a group now 
scattered, one leaf being in this Museum (see f.n.1.). The figure 
arrangement is repeated without change by Rosht and after 
him by Korin in a fan in The Freer Gallery of Art, Washington, 
D.C.’ To these figures Roshi added the stage-like setting of 
mountain flats in tan, green and a soft rusty-red, sprinkled 
with green pine foliage, brown trunks and red ivy. To the right 
a gray stream moves sinuously down beneath azaleas, a motif 
used later by Korin in a small picture now much prized by the 
Japanese.* Roshi was less interested in the appearance of 
nature than KOrin, or even Sdtatsu. His first flat hills are 
vehicles of color and shape and his daring use of the gold 
background as a four-armed shape emanating from the center 
of the picture is quite unusual and serves to emphasize the flat,

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decorative and unreal quality of the scene. Roshi’s use of 
color is particularly extraordinary and in this aspect of decor- 
ative skill his contribution is that of a strong, even willful 
individualist. Instead of the usual cool greens and blues we see, 
almost feel, the vibrant warmth of his two reds, the one dusky 
and dominant, the other in tart and elusive small accents. These 
accents are made even sharper by the flat blades of grass painted 
with a soft, fanciful blue, an unparalleled use of this color con- 
firming the artist’s unconventionality. In the immediacy and 
warmth of color one senses his kinship with the great Japanese 
decorative masters of the Momoyama Period (1568-1615) and 
for this reason alone, one is justified in judging Roshi’s dates 
to be earlier than K6rin and probably comparable with those of 
Sdtatsu. Like his assumed master, Rosht may begin with 
literature but he ends with shapes, lines, and color. If his brush- 
work is somewhat uncertain when compared with that of 
Sdtatsu, his uses of the other means of the decorative style are 
not, and in color he rivals and even surpasses his mentor.

ACTIVITIES OF THE LITTLE GALLERY 


The Little Gallery, formerly called The Exhibition of the month, 
originated in 1943. A small alcove in the southeast corner of 
Gallery I was given over to the Department of Education for 
the purpose of holding changing exhibitions of an educational 
nature. In the beginning shows were changed every month but 
with the increased activities of the Museum’s exhibition 
schedule, the gallery is now changed every two months. 

A single theme or idea is the usual basis for these small 
exhibitions. A “style” in the history of art may be the theme, 
e.g. ““Baroque Style in Art.” In the past, interesting and popu- 
lar shows have resulted from the careful use of museum objects, 
diagrams, charts, and photographs, to explain and illustrate 
symbolism in the arts of various periods and cultures. 

Currently showing in The Little Gallery is an exhibition deal- 
ing with contemporary methods of print making. “New 
Approaches to Print Making” is a show which attempts to 
explain visually the new techniques employed and the variety

THE BULLETIN OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
A MINIATURE BY GIROLAMO DAI LIBRI 


Characteristics are in part inherited, in part created by living. 
Thus a summation of past and present becomes the future. This 
is as true of the individual as it is of cities and regions. 

The picturesque situation of the city of Verona on the banks 
of the Adige, the many vestiges of Roman times quite the 
richest in northern Italy, the story of her rulers, the della Scala 
whose name is usually anglicized as Scaliger, her later domina- 
tion by Padua, almost immediately superseded by Venice, all 
impressed a special character upon her. The strife of Montague 
and Capulet memorialized in the story of Romeo and Juliet, the 
creative fantasies of her artists such as Stefano da Zevio and 
Pisanello, set her apart as romantic and imaginative. Further, 
her situation close to the northern lakes gave her artists a 
nostalgic desire for landscapes with water. 

An exquisite miniature by Girolamo dai Libri’ lately added to 
the J. H. Wade Collection expresses well the characteristics of 
this artist and of the Veronese school. He was born in 1474 and 
died in 1555. Girolamo was the son of the miniaturist Francesco 
I and he is mentioned more than once in documents about 1495 
and later as having made miniatures for the Convent of Santa 
Maria in Organo in Verona. But as there are no signed minia- 
tures by his hand, attributions must be based on stylistic 
similarities with his documented paintings. 

The scene represented in the new accession is the Nativity 
with the Virgin kneeling before the Christ Child who lies on a 
cloth between her and the seated Joseph. The group is placed 
in the center of the composition to the right of a cave, in the 
entrance of which stands the traditional ox and ass. The 
entrance is protected by a wooden canopy similar in type to 
that in his painting in the Museo Civico in Verona.’ The main 
background is a romantic landscape with a lake or estuary to 
the right; a man stands rowing his skiff and in the distance is a 
ship. From the edge of the water at the left, a rocky and 
castellated promontory rises sharply, a feature which appears

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often in Girolamo’s works.’ In the mid-distance behind Joseph 
is a tiny Flight into Egypt and further away an even smaller 
Annunciation to the Shepherds, the angel hovering in the 
distant sky. Above are cherubs looking down from typical dai 
Libri clouds. A peacock sits on the portico, a reminiscence of a 
beloved theme of Pisanello, and beside it leaf fronds are pro- 
filed against the sky, a constantly appearing motive of Girol- 
amo’s. 

The great Paduan painter Andrea Mantegna painted an ex- 
quisite altarpiece in miniature for the great church of San Zeno 
in Verona. The impression of his work which was delivered and 
placed in position towards the end of the year 1459, was a con- 
tinuing one. This can be clearly seen in the newly acquired 
miniature by Girolamo made about fifty years later. The 
Renaissance came late in northern Italy and the influence of 
Mantegna lingered long. There are his striated rocks in the 
foreground, the minute painting of pebbles and tiny flowers in 
the first plane. There is the sharp perspective with the use of 
tiny figures to accentuate the middle and far distance. There 
is the use of cherubic angels in the sky, and finally, the drapery 
shot with gold, wrinkled and clinging to the body as if it were 
wet. If in these details dai Libri has remained true to Manteg- 
na, in the faces he has followed the times and they are softer, 
more relaxed, closer in type to those in fashion at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century. 

In Arte Veneta (1953)* Guiseppe Fiocco published it as being 
in a Roman collection. At that time it was already a treasured 
possession of The Cleveland Museum of Art.
